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COVER  STORY 


It  was  probably  in  April  1692  that  the  English  government  learned  of  the  French 
invasion  plans  which  were  intended  to  reinstate  James  II  on  the  throne  of  England. 

The  French  fleet,  commanded  by  Admiral  De  Tourville  and  supported  by  many 
transport  and  supply  ships,  was  concentrated  upon  Cherbourg  with  the  purpose  of 
transporting  some  ten  thousand  French  troops  together  with  a  similar  number  of  Irish 
mercenaries  to  the  English  coast.  Upon  the  plan  being  discovered,  rapid  preparations 
for  the  defence  of  the  realm  were  put  in  hand  and  the  command  of  the  British  fleet 
given  to  Admiral  Edward  Russell,  the  Earl  of  Orford.  Political  and  religious  feelings 
of  the  time  were  extremely  complicated;  Russell  was  known  to  have  Jacobite 
sympathies  and  in  certain  quarters,  his  loyalty  was  doubted.  However,  it  is  known  that 
Russell  informed  the  Jacobite  agents  that  despite  the  fact  that  he  respected  James  and 
detested  William  III,  if  he  met  the  French  fleet  at  sea,  he  would  not  hesitate  to  destroy 
it.  Unfortunately,  from  James’s  point  of  view,  this  was  not  believed  at  the  Court  of 
Saint-Germain  and  as  a  result  the  French  fleet  set  sail. 

On  19-20  May  the  fleets  joined  battle  off  Cape  La  Hogue.  The  combined  English 
and  Dutch  fleet  consisted  of  ninety-nine  ships  manned  by  40,000  men  with  7,000  guns 
whilst  the  French  under  De  Tourville  had  only  forty-four  ships.  The  ensuing  battle  and 
the  subsequent  engagements  during  which  fugitive  French  warships  were  followed  by 
flotillas  of  English  row-boats  who  cut  them  out  of  the  main  body  of  ships  and  destroyed 
them,  lasted  some  five  days. 

The  English  victory  was  of  such  importance  that,  as  a  result,  the  French  were  unable 
to  lay  any  claims  to  naval  supremacy  for  many  years.  It  has  been  rightly  called  the 
Trafalgar  of  the  seventeenth  century. 

The  medal  depicted  on  the  front  and  back  covers  of  this  month’s  Bulletin  (U5),  is  a 
very  rare  piece  commemorating  the  battle  by  the  Dutch  artist  Jan  Boskam  who 
engraved  many  medals  for  William  III.  His  imaginative  interpretation  of  the  battle 
shows  the  Gallic  cock  fleeing  on  to  land  closely  pursued  by  the  British  lion  and  a 
marine  unicorn.  The  legend  IMPERIVM  PELAGI  NOBIS  (to  us  belongs  the  empire 
of  the  sea)  makes  plain  the  point  that  as  a  result  of  the  battle  French  naval  power  had 
been  greatly  reduced. 

The  dies  of  this  medal  cracked  during  the  striking  of  some  examples  (although  the 
specimen  depicted  does  not  exhibit  the  flaw)  with  the  result  that  only  a  very  few 
examples  were  struck  and  the  medal  is  of  considerable  rarity.  It  was  subsequently 
replaced  by  Boskam  with  a  medal  of  similar  design  but  coarser  style. 


COINS  AND  COMPUTERS 

RONALD  GOLDSTEIN 

If  there  are  any  fellow  collectors  thinking  of  transferring  their  catalogue  records  onto 
computer  may  I  offer  my  own  humble  experience  in  the  matter. 

As  someone  who  was  bitten  by  the  numismatic  bug  fairly  late  in  life,  my  Greek/ 
Roman  coin  collection  is  modest  in  size,  about  240  coins,  covering  the  period  510  B( 
to  410  AD.  My  earliest  attempts  at  serious  cataloguing,  prior  to  discovering  the 
computer,  consisted  of  a  simple  card  index  system  plus  four  laboriously  typed  lists  as 
detailed  below;

List  1.  A  chronological  list  culled  directly  from  various  Seaby  catalogues,  with  my 
own  catalogue  number  on  the  extreme  left  of  each  entry  to  indicate  that  1  had 
a  representative  coin  of  that  type  within  the  collection. 

List  2.  An  alphabetical  list  using  the  same  data. 

List  3.  Full  details  of  every  coin  purchased  including  obverse  and  reverse  inscrip¬ 
tions. 

Last  4.  Based  on  Last  1,  but  including  colour  coding  to  show  catalogue  values  plus  a 
potted  biography  of  the  Emperor  or  family  member  concerned. 

The  disadvantage  of  this  original  system  was  that  although  it  was  fairly  comprehensive, 
the  comparison  of  data  between  one  coin  and  another  was  time  consuming  and 
invariably  inaccurate. 

In  September  1985,  the  Amstrad  8256  PCW  came  on  the  market  for  the  tirst  time 
and  I  was  soon  revelling  in  the  joys  of  spreadsheets  and  word  processing.  At  the  first 
opportunity  I  put  all  my  coin  collection  records  on  to  a  spread  sheet  (SuperCalc2  in  my 
case)  and  using  the  'Sort'  facility  was  able  to  use  the  original  master  sheet  to  give  me 
permutations  of  listing  that  I  had  never  even  considered. 

The  first  drawback  1  found  using  a  spreadsheet  was  that  if  I  attempted  to  list  all  of 
the  collection  in  one  long  'run'  the  Amstrad  screen  memory  of  30k  stepped  me  in  my 
tracks  by  saying  MEMORY  FULL  and  refused  to  take  any  more  input.  I  overcame  this 
by  splitting  the  records  into  separate  Greek  and  Roman  lists  and  this  resolved  the 
matter  other  than  the  frustration  of  not  being  able  to  sort  the  whole  collection  in  one 
go.  This,  however,  was  not  the  end  of  the  matter  as  in  June  1986  I  purchased  a  Data 
Base  program  (DB2)  that  has  finally  answered  all  my  requirements  for  the  perfect 
catalogue. 

In  its  simplest  terms  the  use  of  Data  Base  now  means  that  once  1  have  input  the  data 
concerning  a  coin  I  can  find,  arrange,  value,  and  list  in  any  shape  or  form  so  that 
comparisons  between  one  coin  and  another  are  achieved  with  little  effort  or  time. 

As  a  simple  example,  keying  in  the  entry:  disp  for  "horse”  $  rev:des  will  produce  a 
list  of  every  coin  that  has  the  word  horse  or  horseman  included  in  a  description  of  its 
reverse  side. 

Alternatively,  I  can  key  in:  disp  for  "TEMP”  $  rev:ins  and  this  will  produce  a  list  of 
all  coins  with  the  letters  TEMP  included  in  the  reverse  inscription. 

The  entry:  disp  for  diam  >  "25”  will  show  me  every  coin  larger  than  25  mm  in 
diameter.  The  entry:  disp  for  date:ad  =  "2”  will  give  a  listing  for  all  coins  of  the  third 
century,  and  so  on. 

If  I  err  on  the  enthusiastic  side  in  my  brief  summary  of  the  joys  of  Dbase,  it  is  only 
because  the  benefits  of  using  the  system  are  immediately  apparent  and  I,  as  a  recent 
convert,  will  stay  with  it  until  something  better  comes  along.  I  am  not  advocating  any 
particular  computer  or  any  particular  program,  the  reader  must  make  up  his  or  her 
own  mind  as  to  which  particular  combination  of  these  two  factors  meets  his  or  her  own 
requirements.  I  merely  say  that  I  am  more  than  pleased  with  my  own  choice. 

A  final  word  of  advice:  If  you  do  buy  a  computer  you  will  be  bitten  by  a  new  bug, 
which,  when  combined  with  the  numismatic  bug  already  mentioned  could  prove  fatal.

SIGNED  ENGLISH  CALENDAR  MEDALS

Some  but  not  all  the  above  amendments  may  be  able  to  be  incorporated  at  this  late 
production  stage  in  the  Dictionary  of  Makers  volume,  which  has  entries  for  Wells, 
Halliday,  and  the  Pinches  and  Bagnall  families. 

Dr.  Bernstrom  has  also  reported  a  calendar  for  1758  signed  SILK.  ASTRON 
[OMUS]  giving  a  prognosis  for  Halley's  Comet  which  appeared  in  that  year's  autumn 
as  foretold  by  Halley  (died  1742);  and  would  appreciate  information  about  Silk. 

THRACIANS  RETURN  TO  THE 
BRITISH  MUSEUM

Late  in  1985  a  tractor-driver  digging  a  trench  for  a  water-pipe  at  Rogozen  in  northern 
Bulgaria  noticed  the  gleam  of  silver  in  the  mud.  It  was  to  be  the  largest  find  of 
Thracian  treasure  ever  recovered.  After  the  initial  find  Bulgarian  archaeologists 
guessed  that  the  hoard  might  have  been  concealed  in  two  parts ,  a  not  unusual  practice 
with  hoards  in  the  area.  They  were  correct;  a  second  group  of  silver  vessels  some  15 
metres  away  from  the  first  find  brought  the  number  up  to  165.  Apparently  the  silver 
had  been  carried  on  horseback  in  two  sacks,  slung  one  on  either  side  of  the  animal,  and 
then  buried  in  the  sacks.  This  astonishing  find  is  now  on  show  at  the  British  Museum 
until  29  March.  Eleven  years  ago  in  1976  an  exhibition  ‘Thracian  Treasures  from 
Bulgaria'  brought  large  numbers  to  view  the  splendid  gold  and  silver  objects  found  in 
that  country.  This  new  find  promises  to  have  the  same  result. 
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Most  of  the  pieces  can  be  dated  to  the  fourth  century  B.C.,  although  a  few  are 
earlier.  The  interest  in  the  find  lies  not  only  in  its  quantity  and  quality  but  also  in  the 
mix  of  cultures  that  it  represents.  There  are  pieces  of  classical  origin,  exhibiting  typical 
art,  but  the  majority  are  of  local  workmanship  often  showing  classical  influences  in 
styles  and  legends  depicted.  Represented  in  the  classical  idiom  on  several  of  the  pieces 
we  also  see  elements  of  Thracian  mythology,  mysterious  deities,  huntsmen  and,  above 
all,  the  Great  Goddess  herself.  Beneath  the  outer  rim  of  several  of  the  shallow, 
elegant  drinking  bowls  are  pecked  inscriptions  in  Greek  naming  Kotys  as  the  owner. 
He  is  almost  certainly  the  powerful  ruler  of  the  Odrysian  tribe,  383-359  B.C.;  the 
name  of  his  son  and  successor,  Kersebleptes,  is  also  found.  The  treasure  was  found, 
however,  not  in  his  tribal  territory  but  in  that  of  the  Triballi,  and  may  thus  have  been 
gifts  from  Odrysians.  A  number  of  the  drinking  bowls  have  a  facing  Apollo  head  in  the 
tondo  of  quite  fine  style,  very  reminiscent  of  coin  portraits  of  the  period.  No  coins 
were  found  with  this  hoard  although  coinage  is  known,  again  copying  Greek  modules, 
for  several  of  the  Thracian  rulers,  including  Kotys  himself  (Sear  1723,  1724),  who 
issued  his  coins  from  Kypsela. 

An  excellent  guidebook  The  New  Thracian  Treasure  from  Rogozen,  Bulgaria ,  fully 
illustrated  in  colour  and  black  and  white  and  with  detailed  line  drawings  of  the  relief 
decoration  around  several  of  the  vases  is  available  at  the  exhibition,  price  £3.50  in  the 
British  Museum  Bookshop.

Gordian  II:  In  his  interesting  piece  in  the 
November  Bulletin  on  the  coins  of  the  two 
Gordiani  James  Lamb  repeats  the  suggestion 
made  by  Robert  Carson  that  the  dies  for  the 
coins  of  Gordian  I  and  II  may  have  been 
engraved  at  the  instigation  of  senatorial  con¬ 
spirators  before  the  revolt  against  Maximian 
actually  began.  The  idea  is  an  interesting  one, 
but  it  would  need  a  lot  to  back  it  up.  In  fact  it  is 
neither  necessary  nor  is  it  probable. 

We  tend  to  feel  that  it  is  remarkable  that 
coins  should  have  come  down  to  us  at  all  from 
a  reign  of  onlwthree  weeks;  but  the  volume  of 
production  of  the  mint  of  Rome  in  the  third 
century  is  so  enormous  that  the  production  of 
three  weeks  would  normally  represent  a  lot  ot 
surviving  coins.  For  example:  the  great  Reka 
Devnia  hoard  produced  1,735  denarii  of  Maxi¬ 
minus,  who  reigned  for  roughly  three  years. 
This  represents  about  1 1  coins  for  each  week  of 
his  reign  if  we  assume  that  production  was  at  a 
constant  rate  throughout  his  reign  (it  was  not, 
but  that  is  another  matter).  If,  therefore,  the 
mint  of  Rome  worked  during  the  three  weeks 
of  the  reign  of  the  Gordiani  at  the  rate  which 
had  been  its  average  under  Maximian  then  the 
Reka  Devnia  hoard  should  have  produced  33 
coins  of  them.  In  fact,  there  were  only  6.  In 
other  words  the  mint  of  Rome  seems  to  have 
been  working  rather  slowly  during  this  period; 
if  we  wish  to  allow  a  week  for  the  production 
of  dies  and  the  choosing  of  types  (and  neither 
task  would  have  taken  that  long)  then  we  can 
do  so  and  still  have  time  left  to  spare. 

Moreover,  the  idea  is  surely  deeply  improb¬ 
able.  The  first  necessity  of  conspiracy  is  sec¬ 
recy;  and  for  the  conspirators  (if  they  existed) 
to  have  gone  to  the  Imperial  mint  and 
instructed  the  die-cutters  to  engrave  dies  for 
new  emperors  would  have  been  suicidal.  It 
might  just  have  been  possible  if  Maximinus' 
government  had  been  moribund  in  Rome,  but 
it  was  not. 

The  best  historical  account  which  we  have  of 
the  events  of  this  year  is  that  of  Herodian.  He 
is  no  Thucydides,  but  he  is  a  contemporary  and 


seems  to  have  a  clear  knowledge  of  what  hap¬ 
pened.  The  messengers  sent  by  the  two  Gor- 
diani  to  Rome  to  announce  their  accession  had 
to  act  with  great  caution,  for  the  city  was  in  the 
power  of  the  Praetorian  Prefect,  who  was  a 
devoted  partizan  of  Maximinus.  A  careful  plan 
had  to  be  made  to  assassinate  him  before  the 
messengers  dared  to  go  onto  the  streets  and 
proclaim  the  revolt.  The  plan  was  a  success, 
for  the  prefect  had  no  idea  that  there  w;as 
anything  amiss.  It  is  quite  clear  from  this 
account  that  the  situation  at  Rome  was  not  one 
in  which  senators  could  have  gone  to  the 
Imperial  mint  (presumably  carrying  pictures  of 
the  Gordiani)  and  asked  the  imperial  freed- 
men  and  slaves  who  ran  it  to  produce  dies  for 
new  emperors  before  the  coup  had  actually 
taken  place. 

There  are  other  aspects  of  the  coinage  of 
this  period  which  may  throw  light  on  the  his¬ 
tory,  and  which  1  have  touched  on  elsewhere. 
One  is  that  the  coins  do  not  seem  to  bear  out 
the  story  which  the  historians  tell  as  to  the 
frightfulness  of  Maximinus.  According  to  them 
the  Emperor  devoted  his  time  to  plundering 
individuals  and  provinces,  even  going  so  far  as 
to  melt  down  gold  statues  in  the  temples  in 
order  to  get  money  to  give  to  the  soldiers. 
Well,  maybe  he  did;  but  he  most  certainly  did 
not  reward  them  in  coin.  The  production  of 
silver  coinage  under  Maximinus  is  no  greater 
than  it  had  been  under  Severus  Alexander, 
while  production  of  gold  coin  is  distinctly  less 
that  it  either  had  been  earlier  or  was  to  be 
again  under  Gordian  III.  So  what  is  the  expla¬ 
nation?  The  one  certain  thing  is  that  all  the 
historians  of  the  time  are  biased  against  Maxi¬ 
minus  to  a  vicious  degree.  It  is  possible  that  we 
should  see  him  not  as  a  brute  but  as  the  first  of 
the  peasant-emperors,  like  Aurelian,  Probus 
and  Diocletian,  who  have  somehow  got  a 
rather  better  press,  battling  manfully  against 
increasing  difficulties,  both  military  and  econ¬ 
omic,  and  without  any  sympathy  or  help  from 
the  urban  intelligensia. 

A  startling  fact  about  the  coinage  of  the 
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Gordiani  is  that  the  denarii  seem  to  have  been 
struck,  at  a  higher  fineness  than  had  been  used 
for  some  time.  This  perhaps  gives  a  clue  as  to 
the  nature  of  the  reaction  which  the  Emperors 
and  their  senatorial  friends  represented.  At¬ 
tempts  to  restore  the  purity  of  the  silver  coin¬ 
age  had  been  a  recurrent  theme  of  imperial 
history,  although  they  were  invariably  short¬ 
lived.  It  had  been  tried  (most  successfully)  by 
Domitian  and  then  by  Pertinax  and  by  Macri- 
nus.  In  all  cases  the  reason  was  probably  not 
economic  but  rather  a  vague  hope  that  there 
could  be  a  return  in  general  to  an  entirely 
mythical  age  of  republican  virtue.

Mint  link  to  Black  Death 

Excavations  on  the  site  of  the  former  Royal 
Mint  have  shown  that  before  the  area  was  used 
for  coining  money  it  had  been  an  abbey,  a 
plague  cemetery  and  a  navy  depot. 

More  than  six  centuries  of  London's  history 
are  being  exposed  in  a  dig  which  will  last  until 
early  1988,  and  which  will  eventually  incor¬ 
porate  remains  of  the  medieval  monastery  into 
the  new  buildings  on  the  site. 

The  Royal  Mint  was  housed  just  north  of  the 
Tower  of  London  until  a  few  years  ago,  when 
coining  was  moved  to  Llanwrst  in  South 
Wales,  a  location  known  to  employees  at  the 
time  as  “The  hole  with  the  Mint”;  now  the 
former  Mint  itself  has  a  large  hole,  in  which 
the  foundations  of  England's  third  richest 
Cistercian  Abbey  have  been  revealed. 

The  Abbey  of  St  Mary  Graces  was  founded 
by  Edward  III  in  1350,  and  flourished  mightily 
until  its  dissolution  by  Henry  VIII.  Walls  and 
floors  from  the  southern  part  of  the  abbey 
buildings  have  been  found,  including  the  south 
side  of  the  cloister  walk,  the  refectory  with  its 
decorated  tile  floor,  the  warming  house  and 
the  large  and  complex  sewer  system  that 
served  the  monastic  latrines. 

Further  investigation  of  the  abbey  will 
uncover  the  monks’  and  lay  patrons'  ceme¬ 
teries,  and  the  northern  and  eastern  portions 
of  the  great  abbey  church,  together  with  the 
evidence  for  later  uses  of  the  site. 

One  period  of  use  about  which  the  archaeo¬ 
logists  from  the  Museum  of  London  are  being 
temporarily  reticent  is  the  Black  Death  ceme¬ 
tery  used  to  bury  the  dead  from  that  great 
plague  of  1349:  the  abbey  lay  just  outside  the 
walls  of  the  City;  as  the  intramural  church¬ 
yards  became  full,  the  monastic  burial  ground 
was  used. 

“We  don't  think  the  developers  want  the 
new  building  to  be  known  as  Black  Death 


House”,  one  of  the  archaeologists  said. 

In  fact.  City  Merchant  Developers  and  Pos¬ 
ted,  together  with  the  Crown  Estate  Commis¬ 
sioners  who  own  the  site,  have  provided  the 
funding  for  the  work,  and  have  also  agreed  to 
include  surviving  parts  of  the  abbey  into  the 
new  structure. 

The  Crown  became  involved  with  the  site  in 
Tudor  times,  when  the  dissolved  monastery 
was  used  as  a  victualling  yard  for  Elizabeth  I's 
navy.  Salt  pork,  beef,  bread  and  biscuits  were 
shipped  out  to  keep  England's  hearts  of  oak 
stout  against  the  Armada. 

A  number  of  brick  floors  of  this  period  have 
been  found,  and  the  next  year's  excavations 
are  expected  to  reveal  more  details  of  the 
Tudor  naval  base.  The  Times ,  19  December 
1986. 

All  change  as  Mint  makes  holes  in  the  pocket 

Sweeping  changes  in  the  shapes,  sizes  and 
weights  of  most  of  the  coins  in  circulation  in 
Britain  today  are  under  consideration  by 
officials  at  the  Mint. 

Research  teams  at  Nottingham  University, 
the  body  which  has  often  conducted  question¬ 
naires  among  the  public  and  industry  on  behalf 
of  the  Mint,  has  already  convinced  officials  at 
the  Treasury  that  our  coins  are  far  too  heavy. 

The  Treasury  also  agrees  that  some  of  the 
lower  value  bronze  coins  will  soon  cost  more  to 
mint  than  their  face  values  and  that  the  range 
is  wrong. 

Nottingham  has  recommended  that: 

•  The  heavy  seven-sided  50p  piece  should  be 
replaced  by  a  comfortable,  light,  round 
coin,  just  a  little  larger  than  an  existing  5p 
coin. 

•  The  weighty  1  Op  coin  be  replaced  by  one 
the  size  of  the  old  silver  sixpence. 

•  The  2p  bronze  coin  be  abolished  altogether. 

•  The  5p  coin  be  cut  to  the  size  of  a  pre-war 
silver  threepenny  piece. 

•  Introduction  for  general  use  of  the  £2 
milled  edge  coin  and  a  new  £5  coin. 

The  one  coin  which  Nottingham  suggests 
should  remain  in  use  is  the  lightweight  20p 
piece. 

There  is  little  doubt  in  the  minds  of  the 
researchers  that  the  public  would  welcome  the 
changes,  and  not  merely  for  the  sake  of 
change.  Many  grumble  because  coins  wear  out 
pockets  too  quickly  and  that  purses  are  too 
bulky. 

Even  British  Telecom,  perhaps  one  of  the 
most  heavily  committed  coin-receivers,  would 
not  resist  the  introduction  of  a  complete  range 
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ol  new  coins.  A  spokesman  said:  “We  would 
need  to  get  our  computer  experts  to  rewrite 
the  software  programme  for  all  the  40, ()()()  new 
blue  payphones  already  in  use  and  the  bulk  ol 
the  300,000  private  rental  payphones  in  public 
houses,  clubs  and  hotels. 

“The  replacements  would  become  part  ol 
the  £160  million  refurbishment  of  the  public 
telephone  system.  As  the  old  pay-on-answer 
phones  are  phased  out,  the  new  will  be  brought 
in.  All  of  them  will  be  programmed  to  accept 
any  coins,  no  matter  what  size  or  value." 

A  Treasury  official  said  that  coins  and  their 
production  and  use  was  constantly  under 
review  by  Nottingham  University. 

"It  is  an  acknowledged  fact  now  that  our 
coinage  system  is  illogically  defined  -  illogical 
because  the  big  l()p  is  worth  half  the  small  20p. 

“The  20p  piece  has  grown  in  popularity  as 
the  1  Op  has  declined.  As  far  as  the  bronze 
coins  are  concerned,  inflation  has  already 


begun  to  attack  the  smaller  value  coins.  It 
cannot  be  far  off  when  the  lp  and  2p  coins  cost 
more  to  produce  than  they  tire  worth."  The 
Times ,  29  December  1986. 

Clue  in  silver  coins 

Nairobi  -  Ancient  silver  coins  excavated  from 
the  oldest  known  Islamic  site  on  the  East 
African  coast,  at  Shanga  on  the  Lamu  Archi¬ 
pelago,  have  aroused  great  interest,  some 
archaeologists  suggesting  that  they  may  have 
been  minted  locally  (A  Correspondent  writes). 
Similar  coins  are  thought  to  have  been  found 
only  on  Pemba  island,  close  to  Zanzibar. 

Dr  Mark  Horton,  the  Cambridge  archaeo¬ 
logist  organizing  a  dig,  says  that  the  Pemba 
coins  appear  to  have  a  later  date  and  to  bear 
names  of  local  rulers. 

Less  than  a  centimetre  in  diameter,  the 
coins'  inscriptions  are  in  Kulic,  an  early  form 
ol  Arabic.  The  Times.  January  1987

BOOK  REVIEW 


E.J.E.  PIRIE.  Post-Roman  Coins  from  York 
Excavations  1971-81.  The  Archaeology  of 
York:  The  Coins  18/1.  London,  Council  for 
British  Archaeology,  1986.  9'  x7'in.,  84  pp., 
20  pis.  ( 1  in  colour)  and  7  figs,  in  text,  wrappers 
£9.50  (  +  postage  £1.50). 

This  fascicule  of  the  Archaeology  of  York 
series  is  the  first  to  deal  with  coins  obtained 
from  excavations  in  the  city  and  it  is  published 
on  behalf  of  the  York  Archaeological  Trust. 
Covering  excavations  over  a  ten  year  period  it 
includes  not  only  the  material  excavated  from 
the  extraordinary  Viking  site  in  Coppergate 
but  also  numismatic  items  from  twenty-five 
other  sites  within  or  close  to  the  city  walls. 
Though  the  finds  are  principally  of  coins, 
mainly  English  but  some  Scottish.  Irish  and 
continental,  there  are  also  coin  dies,  lead  trial 
pieces,  coin  weights,  numerous  jettons,  tok¬ 
ens.  advertising  tickets  and  some  forgeries — in 
all  425  items. 


In  his  introduction  to  this  volume  P.V. 
Addyman,  the  Director  of  the  Y  ork  Archaeo¬ 
logical  I  rust,  stresses  the  importance  of 
numismatic  evidence  for  the  archaeologist, 
though  he  urges  that  such  evidence  be  used 
with  caution,  warning  that  the  date  of  minting 
may  be  substantially  different  from  the  date  of 
deposit  in  some  eases,  the  latter  more  likely  to 
be  a  matter  of  probability  rather  than  fact. 
Elizabeth  Pirie  gives  a  general  survey  of  the 
finds  and  their  significance,  showing  how  the 
accumulation  ol  single  finds  at  urban  settle¬ 
ments  supplements  the  evidence  of  hoards  and 
‘will  continue  to  afford,  for  current  and  future 
work  in  the  numismatic  field,  an  extra  dimen¬ 
sion,  the  implications  of  which  we  may  not  yet 
fully  appreciate.’ 

The  dies  ol  St  Peter  type,  Regnald  and 
Aethelstan,  and  the  lead  trial  pieces  of  Aethel- 
stan,  Regnald  and  Eadwig,  throw  much  new 
light  on  coin  manufacture  in  the  earlv  and  mid- 
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tenth  century  and  are  dealt  with  at  some 
length.  Of  particular  interest  is  the  St  Peter 
sword  type  obverse  die  with  its  hardened  iron 
working  head  which  has  been  hammer-welded 
to  its  softer  iron  shaft.  Dr  Ian  Stewart  com¬ 
ments  on  the  dating  of  the  St  Peter  die,  sug¬ 
gesting  that  it  could  easily  be  as  late  as  c.  925, 
and  Christopher  Blunt  contributes  a  note  on 
the  discovery  of  a  comparable  Carolingian  die 
found  during  excavations  at  Melle,  Deux 
Sevres,  in  western  France,  which  has  been 
attributed  to  the  period  of  Charles  the  Bald 
( 840—77)  or  slightly  later.  Also  included  is  a 
commentary  by  the  late  Michael  Dolley  on  a 
new  moneyer  for  the  First  Hand  type  of  Aeth- 
elred  II.  Richard  Hall  discusses  the  archaeolo¬ 
gical  aspects  of  the  Coppergate  site  and  its  row 
of  Viking  period  tenements,  much  of  the  fabric 
of  which  remained  in  a  remarkable  state  of 
preservation  due  to  the  waterlogged  state  of 


the  ground,  noting  that,  besides  the  numisma¬ 
tic  items  and  other  finds ,  there  was  iron  slag 
from  smithing  and  smelting,  pottery  crucibles 
with  metallic  waste  still  present  and  stone 
moulds  for  casting  ingots  of  varying  size  and 
shape.  The  majority  of  the  Edwardian  and 
later  jettons  come  from  the  Bedern,  an  area 
lying  east  of  the  Minster  where  the  college  of 
the  Vicars  Choral  was  constructed  in  the  thir¬ 
teenth  century.  The  catalogue  section  has  been 
compiled  by  the  author  with  the  assistance  of 
Marion  Archibald  and  others. 

This  volume  will  be  welcomed  by  all  those 
students  of  numismatics  and  economic  history 
who  are  interested  in  numismatic  evidence 
from  urban  sites  and  by  those  with  an  interest 
in  the  local  history  of  York,  the  pivotal  metro¬ 
polis  of  northern  England  prior  to  the  indus¬ 
trial  revolution.
